The driv e is desig ned to meet 
the replacement and ex pansion 
needs of the air corps and oth­ 
er branches of the serv ice. 
Eig hteen hu g e recru iting sta­ 
tions on wheels, new slog ans, 
posters, motion pictu res and the 
radio will be u sed. 
Major Harold N. Gilbert, re­ 
cru iting officer-in-charg e, said 
some “hig h pressu re salesman­ 
ship” mig ht be u sed to assu re 
that the air corps, particu larly , 
g ets properly q u alified men for 
the treble ex pansion au thorized 
by cong ress. 
“We’re g oing to make su re the 
boy s back in the cou ntry , as well 
as in the cities, know what the 
army has to offer,” he said. 
“They hav e the chance to g et 
free a technical edu cation that 
wou ld cost them a lot of money 
otherwise.” 
The army ’s present need is so 
u nprecedented for peace times 
that officials are u nwilling to 
predict whether the intensiv e re­ 
cru iting will be su ccessfu l. 
The nav y , too, needs men bu t 
its recru iting job is mu ch sim­ 
pler. It will add only 5,000 men 
in the nex t y ear, and there al­ 
way s are more applicants than 
v acancies.

— ex cept in u nu su al circu m­ 
stances — sing le.

offers training in most major 
trades, trav el, adv entu re, chance 
for adv ancement, and cash pay 
of from $21 to $157.50 a month 
in addition to “board and room” 
and clothing . 
Officers estimate there will be 
abou t 76 ,000 v acancies in the 
reg u lar serv ice in the y ear start­ 
ing Ju ly 1.

day . 
Some informed circles believ ed 
that Iv an Maisky , Sov iet ambas­ 
sador to London, wou ld be in­ 
stru cted to accept the proposals 
when he retu rned today from 
Genev a. 
In these circles there was no 
dou bt an ag reement wou ld be 
conclu ded by the time parlia­ 
ment reconv enes on Ju ne 5—as 
Chamberlain predicted last week. 
Whether or not the acceptance 
by Ru ssia comes so soon, news­ 
papers g enerally hailed the alli­ 
ance as the “g reatest assu rance 
of peace” and ag reed that the 
immediate dang er of war was 
decreasing . 
Chamberlain’s resu rg ent popu ­ 
larity was ^attribu ted by his su p­ 
porters to a g reater feeling of 
secu rity and optimism.

Washing ton, May 29 ( JP) — The 
tax rev ision prog ram is reg arded 
by many politicians as a key part 
of the administration’s efforts to 
g et bu siness mov ing at a g ood 
rate before 19 40.

Coast and Geodetic Su rv ey are 
making a hig hly accu rate su r­ 
v ey within a forty -mile airline 
radiu s of Ru shv ille.

Ratti, are encamped at Memorial 
park where they hav e formed a 
small tented city . * 
Pu rpose of this su rv ey is to lo­ 
cate and place monu ments a t 
points from fiv e to ten miles 
apart. These control points will 
form the basis for ail fu tu re su r­ 
v ey s and will perpetu ate and 
connect all old su rv ey s to a na­ 
tional network ov er the entire 
cou ntry . 
Sev en portable steel towers, 
each 103 feet hig h, hav e been 
erected in Ru sh cou nty for this 
pu rpose. These tower sites were 
selected in a prev iou s reconais- 
sance su rv ey made in Ru sh 
cou nty in 19 35. 
After observ ations hav e been 
completed, these towers will be 
remov ed and a cement marker 
with a bronz disc installed at 
these points. 
These markers will be placed 
at v ariou s points in Ru sh cou n­ 
ty : 
at 
Circlev ille, 
two 
miles 
sou thwest of Milroy , eig ht miles 
sou theast of Milroy , » fiv e miles 
sou thwest of Ru shv ile, fiv e miles 
sou theast of Ru shv ille, 
three 
miles west of Sex ton, three miles 
west of Falmou th. 
Additional control points hav e 
been established-both sou th and 
north of Ru sh cou nty . 
All observ ations are taken at 
nig ht, u sing lig hts abou t the 
size of au tomobile headlig hts for 
targ ets. After the observ ations 
are taken, the latitu de and long i­ 
tu de of each point is determined 
with the cu rv atu re of the earth 
being taken into consideration. 
Lieu tenant R atti 
said th at 
twenty -one tru cks and twelv e 
portable towers are inclu ded in 
his g rou p and th at the forty men 
are separated into three classes: 
one party erects the towers, an­ 
other crew takes them down and 
a third g rou p comprises the ob- 
serv ationists. A crew of mechan­ 
ics also accompanies the ou tfit. 
All of the men liv e in tents and 
trailers, ten married families 
beng inclu ded in the g rou p. They 
will remain at the local park for 
abou t three weeks. 
The su rv ey party , which is u n­ 
der the 
if. S. Department of 
Commerce, started from 
New 
York City last May . Since th at 
time they hav e worked in New 
York, Pennsy lv ania, Ohio, Ala­ 
bama and Mississippi. 
The g rou p came to Ru shv ille 
from Leland, Miss., and will mov e 
back into Ohio after the work 
is conclu ded in this v icinity .

The Natio nals left Washing­ 
to n J uly 11, 18 67, and play ed 
first at Co lumbus, O., where they

C U S I O « TO 


Washin gton , May 29 
(jP>—The 
hou se committee on u n American 
activ ities, it was reported today , 
has decided to in v estigate n av al 
officers’ reports that Commu n is­ 
tic an d other organ ization s hav e 
in flu en ced the “loy alty , morality 
an d disciplin e” of en listed men . 
Rep. Walters (D-Pa) said that 
Chairman Dies (D-Tex ) of the 
committee had promised “to 
make a thorou gh in v estigation at 
on ce” of n av y departmen t state­ 
men ts that they had discharged 
“a n u mber of en listed men ” be­ 
cau se of membership in grou ps 
con sidered “at odds with the 
pu rposes of n ation al defen se.” 
The committee last week heard 
testimon y that an ti-Semitic pro­ 
pagan da was bein g sen t to a 
grou p of person s which in clu ded 
some army an d n av y reserv e of­ 
ficers. 
Walters said he had tu rn ed 
ov er to Dies, at the latter’s re­ 
qu est, testimon y of n av al officers 
before a hou se ju diciary su bcom­ 
mittee du rin g hearin gs on a bill 
to regu late su bv ersiv e mov e­ 
men ts. 
The officers su pported parts of 
the bill becau se they said that 
u n der most circu mstan ces they 
were powerless to prev en t circu ­ 
lation of Commu n istic an d other 
leaflets. Comman der Albert M. 
Bledsoe of the n av y ’s Bu reau of 
of Nav igation , said du rin g those 
hearin gs: 
“From time to time the n av y 
departmen t receiv ed word that 
organ ization s whose aims are 
con sidered in imical to those of 
the Un ited States gov ern men t 
are 
attemptin g 
to 
in flu en ce, 
throu gh su bv ersiv e an d seditiou s 
measu res, the loy alty , morale an d 
disciplin e of the en listed per­ 
son n el of the n av y . 
“These attempts take the form 
of distribu tion of circu lars an d 
leaflets u rgin g ou r men to v iolate 
their oath of allegian ce an d by 
person al con tact with the men 
try in g to in flu en ce adv ersely 
their disciplin e.” 
Bledsoe added that the cam­ 
paign had n ot been v ery su ccess­ 
fu l becau se of the ty pe of men 
the n av y has been recru itin g. 
Bu t. Lieu t. Ira H. Nu n n , of the 
ju dge adv ocate gen eral’s office, 
testified: 
“I u n derstan d that within re­ 
cen t mon ths the n av y depart­ 
men t has fou n d it n ecessary to 
discharge a n u mber—I do n ot 
kn ow the n u mber—of en listed 
men becau se of their member­ 
ship in Commu n istic or other or­ 
gan ization s con sidered to be at 
odds with the pu rposes of n a­ 
tion al defen se... We simply dis­ 
charge them as u n desirable.” 
Lieu t. Colon el R. C, Smith 'of 
the war departmen t gen eral staff 
told the su bcommittee that “ex ­ 
istin g law was in adequ ate to 
cu rb su bv ersiv e propagan da.”

TAXES AND LIBERTY 
History has no record of a heavily-taxed na­ 
tion b eing a nation of free citizens. Increased 
taxation results not only in reduced income b ut, 
more pertinently, it means that a government en­ 
gages in many activities. History and present ex­ 
perience and ob servation show that government­ 
al activities are not necessarily wise activities. 
Although an individual may make an unnec­ 
essary expenditure and thus spend his income 
foolishly, his error in judgment does not affect as 
many people as does the needless activity car­ 
ried on b y the government. The individual and 
possib ly his family suffer for his misjudgments, 
b ut when the government spends foolishly all 
citizens suffer. 


nation b ecomes less free and its Citizens the ruled 
instead of the rulers. 


Whenever a government does anything that an 
individual or a group of individuals can do as 
well or b etter, then it has exceeded its function 
and it is drawing from the many to give to the 
few. for government is never composed of a 
majority b ut of an organized minority. When 
this minority taxes excessively it is taxing the 
majority for the minority’s b enefit. This may 
b e the much heralded class taxation, i. e. taxa­ 
tion of the wealthy (a misnomer b ecause all pay 
it ultimately), taxation of Jews, Catholics or any 
other group against which the particular govern­ 
mental minority finds it expedient and profitab le 
to legislate. It may b e general taxation for the 
construction of armaments which b ecause they 
rapidly b ecome ob solete the government must 
find a use for, hence the frequent international 
squab b les. Taxes may produce the funds which 
make possib le unneeded or uneconomical so­ 
called “improvements” b ecause they are a showy 
type of thing to which the government points 
with pride. Or they may b uild up a strong b u­ 
reaucratic political machine which will do the 
b idding of the clique in power. 
Hut no matter what the reason, whenever a 
government taxes it spends, and when it spends 
for that which an individual or a group of indi­ 
viduals could do b etter, more economically or 
with more personal satisfaction or growth, then a 


“APPEASEMENT!” 
Reported willingness of President Roosevelt to 
have congress repeal the New Deal tax — passed 
after the 1936 election — on undistrib uted profits, 
and to make minor amendments in other tax laws 
as they affect b usiness, can hardly b e termed a 
victory for fiscal sanity. The undistrib uted profits 
tax never did b ring in much money for the sim­ 
ple reason that there are few profits, distrib uted 
or undistrib uted, under the New Deal.

LABOR ACT HEARINGS 
Simultaneous committee hearings b y the sen­ 
ate and tike house have produced no areas of 
agreement ab out amendment of the Wagner 
lab or act. They have, if anything, sharpened the 
conflict of viewpoints. The fight is really on three 
fronts — those who would change the main ob ­ 
jectives of the act, those who would change ad­ 
ministrative procedure and method, and those 
who would make no change. 
Perhaps the hearings have b een too long con­ 
tinued. Those who want to see the act amended 
have charged in effect that there was delib erate 
purpose to keep the deb ates going, thus fore­ 
stalling action at this session. The impeach­ 
ment is denied, b ut the fact is that the hearings 
are close to estab lishing a record.

The March o f Destiny

THE AMERICAN COLONIES 
(Refer to Maps Nos. 24 and 25 in 
your Historical Atlas) 
We left the Spaniards at their 
conquest of Peru in 1526—thirty - 
four years after Columb us dis­ 
covered America. It is apparent 
that they lost little time in occu­ 
pying that part of the New 
World—and it is also apparent 
that they had little troub le with 
the Indians whom they dispos­ 
sessed. 
For some 80 years the Spanish 
ruled the western hemisphere 
undisputed. It is true that vari­ 
ous enemy explorers came and 
went. British and other pirates 
and 
privateers 
harassed the 
Spanish shipping and towns and 
captured much gold and killed 


many Spaniards. 
There were 
several ab ortive attempts to es­ 
tab lish colonies on the coast 
north of Florida. But not until 
1608 did the French estab lish 
the first permanent colony—on 
the b anks of the St. Lawrence 
river in Canada. The Dutch set­ 
tled in New Amsterdam (later 
New York) on the Hudson River 
one year later. 
Eleven years later—in 1620, 
when your Grandfather No. 12 
was living—the *little English 
ship Mayflower landed a party 
of tremendously religious Eng­ 
lish emigrants on the coast of 
what is ’now Massachusetts— 
where they founded the town of 
Plymouth.

Fathers of this American nation 
and a great many people derive 
much pride and no small amount 
of social prestige b ecause they 
can trace their descent to some 
one of the Mayflower pasengers. 
In view of the fact that the 
writer is duly qualified to indulge 
in this form of ancestor-wqrship, 
no one can accuse me of jealousy 
when I point out the following 
facts. 
Figuring four sets of grand­ 
fathers in each 
one hundred 
years, I had no less than 4,09 6 
grandfathers and grandmothers 
presumab ly living somewhere at 
the time this particular Grand­ 
father No. 12 landed at Plymouth 
Rock. 
In other words, b oth I 
and the other haughty descend­ 
ants of the Mayflower tourists 
have something like 1/409 6 of 
Pilgrim b lood in our veins. 
I 
wonder if we would b e as proud 
of the other 4,09 6 grandfathers 
and grandmothers of the twelfth 
generation. 
Ten years after the Pilgrims 
settled at Plymouth, a much 
larger expedition of equally re­ 
ligious English Puritans settled 
at Boston and eventually spread 
into the surrounding territory, 
ab sorb ing the Plymouth settle­ 
ment and colonizing the north­ 
ern part of the New England 
country. 
The Catholics of England were 
no more popular with the Estab ­ 
lished (Episcopal) Church than 
were the Pilgrims and the Puri­ 
tans and the Quakers. Soon they 
estab lished a colony down in 
Maryland. The Quakers pm- 
chased and settled in Pennsyl­ 
vania and the Jerseys. Episco­ 
palians settled in Virginia and 
the Carolinas and, when the gov­ 
ernor of Carolina finally estab ­ 
lished Georgia as a b uffer b e­ 
tween Carolina and the Spanish 
In Florida, the thirteen colonies 
were complete. Hie Swedish 
colony on the Delaware had 
b een captured b y the Dutch and 
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the English had taken b oth 
Delaware and New Amsterdam 
away from the Dutch. Rhode Is­ 
land and Connecticut were sep­ 
arate colonies. Within 112 years 
after the landing of the Pil­ 
grims the entire Atlantic coast 
—from the French on the St. 
Lawrence to the Spanish in Flor­ 
ida—was in the hands of the 
thirteen English colonies. 
It is remarkab le to-note that 
the 
Spanish 
estab lished far 
greater colonies within a period 
of thirty -four years. The slow, 
penetration of the English was 
very largely due to the fact they 
came to America to found per­ 
manent homes. They were far­ 
mers 
and 
mechanics 
and 
preachers, whereas the Spanish 
colonists were soldiers — who 
came to conquer and strip the 
natives of all portab le riches— 
settling down to plantation life 
only after the conquering and 
the looting were finished. Fur­ 
thermore. the English were op­ 
posed b y a type of Indian that 
savagely resisted the efforts of 
the white man to penetrate and 
occupy the interior—indians so 
fierce and courageous that if 
they could have b een imb ued 
with a common religious fervor, 
and a common 
leader, 
they 
might easily have wiped out the 
Colonists. 
While the English were slowly 
settling the sea-coast the French 
of Canada were following an 
entirely different policy. 
The 
French 
settlers 
were 
largely 
composed of adventurers. Almost 
immediately their interests de­ 
veloped along the line of explor­ 
ing and trapping and trading. 
There was no known gold in' 
their territory, b ut in the furs of 
Canada they recognized a source 
of gold which was even more 
valuab le than all the Spanish 
loot of the South. 
French explorers penetrated 
westward to the Great Lakes and 
down the Mississippi River to the 
Gulf of Mexico. 
The trappers 
and soldiers followed them. In­ 
termarrying with, and making 
alliances with, the Indians, the 
French estab lished a line of 
forts b ehind the English and in­ 
cited the willing Indians to lift 
the scalp of any Englishman 
who strayed too far westward. 
It was not until the English 
sent over an army of regular 
soldiers and captured Canada in 
1T63—just one hundred years b e­ 
fore the crisis in the Civil War 
in America—that the British col­ 
onies felt safe from the constant 
danger of Indian attacks. 
Nor 
did this period of Comparative 
safety long endure, for the Revo­ 
lutionary War b roke out only 
seven years later—and then it 
was the English who induced 
these same Indians to visit the 
b orders with death and destruc­ 
tion b y agreeing to pay a suit­ 
ab le price for every scalp that 
an Indian could tear from the 
heads of those other English­ 
men who were reb elling against 
the King.

Washington — The b loc on the 
hill pushing for legislation to 
tear apart the financial struc­ 
ture of railroads and put it to­ 
gether again will have an inside 
aide in a high place in the per­ 
son of Jerome Frank, newly 
chosen chairman of the Securi­ 
ties and Exchange Commission. 
Reforms in financing advocated 
b y Senator Wheeler of Montana 
and other memb ers of Congress 
have b een documented with phi­ 
losophic speeches and SEC opin­ 
ions b y Frank. 
Frank looks like a Spanish don 
—dark, oval-faced; and he plays 
with words with the facility of a 
toreador flicking a b ull. He was 
a high priced attorney in New 
York b efore he joined the New 
Deal in 1933 and during a two 
year recess b etween New Deal 
job s he b ecame the high-priced 
attorney 
again. 
Washington, 
currently at odds over $23 a week 
salaries for WPA white collar 
hands, had a whale of a good 
time over a dispute b etween 
Frank and the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission as to whether 
he should b e paid $10 an hour or 
$13 an hour as counsel for two 
years in reorganization of the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad. As at­ 
torneys’ pay goes in the upper 
b rackets it was fairly low, b ut 
what a contrast.

His ideas are so challeng­ 
ing that in spite of his calm pre­ 
sentation of them he is frequent­ 
ly tilting with people b oth out­ 
side and inside the New Deal. 
He wrote a b ook called “Save

b roadly with foreign trade policy 
as well as domestic affairs. 
Scholarly reviewers spent col­ 
umns of space arguing with his 
ideas while scarcely pausing for 
a paragraph of explanation of 
what was in the b ook. It is that 
way with Frank. 
But his ideas on rail reform are 
just now b eing pushed along in 
Congress. He and those associat­ 
ed with him in the idea argue 
that b onds with prior claims and 
fixed rates of interest are things 
which railroads should replace 
with common stock as fast as 
possib le. When a railroad gets in 
financial troub le, it can b e im­ 
mediately thrown Into receiver­ 
ship b y a minority of b ond hold­ 
ers. In receivership it b ecomes 
a prey to all the factional inter­ 
ests that seem to sprout around 
railroads.

TRIM OR GUT TUEES 


«LONG STUTE ROODS 


Butchering of trees and shrubs 
growing on state highway right- 
of-way in unauthorized trim ­ 
ming operation and « the cutting 
of trees on highway right-of- 
way led today to a warning by 
the State Highway Commission 
that trimming or cutting trees 
without a permit from the com­ 
mission was a violation of law. 
Several cases of trees growing 
on state highway right-of-way 
being cut and sold to timber buy ­ 
ers have been reported during 
the past few weeks, T. A. Dicus, 
chairman of the State Highway 
Commission, said today . An in­ 
vestigation of these reports is 
being made with a possibility 
that action will be taken against 
the offenders. 
Attention was called by the 
commission to a law enacted by 
the General Assembly in 1935 
(Chapter 288, page 1440) which 
provides: “It shall be unlawful 
for any person intentionally to 
cut, trim, destroy , injure, molest 
or remove any tree, shrub, plant 
or vine within the right-of-way 
of any highway in the state 
highway sy stem of the State of 
Indiana, outside the corporate 
limits of any city or town, with­ 
out the written consent of the 
State Highway Commission of 
Indiana. Any person violating 
the provision of this act shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanar and 
upon conviction shall pay a fine 
of not less than ten dollars nor 
more than one hundred dollars. 
Application for permits to trim 
trees located on state highway 
rights-of-way , can be made to 
the State Highway Commission 
at Indianapolis, or to the district 
offices at Laporte, Fort Way ne, 
Greenfield, Crawfordsville, Vin­ 
cennes and Sey mour, or to any

Shenando ah, Pa., May 29 
(IP) — 
Laughing and jo king with res­ 
cuers, Ro bert Galligan, 38 -y ear- 
o ld anthracite miner, was dug 
o ut o f a co al ho le early to day , 
apparently uninjured after 65 
ho urs’ impriso nment under to ns 
o f ro ck and dirt. 
Rescuers who had to iled un­ 
ceasingly , first with a steam 
sho v el and then with pick and 
sho v el, reached Galligan early 
to day . Ho isted up a 7 5 -fo o t deep 
shaft, Galligan greeted fello w 
miners o n 
the 
surface with 
“ Gimme a ciggie (cigarette) and 
let me sit do wn a while.” 
He was rushed to a ho spital, 


where phy sicians said he was 
suffering slightly fro m sho ck. 
A sudden slide o f ro ck trapped 
the miner at 10 a. m. Friday as 
he wo rked in the mine, o ne o f 
the many so -called ‘‘bo o tleg” 
wo rkings which do t this eastern 
Pennsy lv ania hard co al sectio n. 
Two co mpanio ns escaped. 
Galligan’s 8 0-y ear-o ld father, 
Patrick, who had kept v igil at 
the scene fro m the time his so n’s 
plight was learned, was amo ng 
the sev eral hundred spectato rs 
who witnessed the rescue. The 
so n greeted his father with 
“ H’y a Po p, I’m o kay but a little 
hungry .” 
Lo o se dirt co v ering Galligan’s 
refuge, a small chamber which 
did no t cav e in, made the res­ 
cuers’ task do ubly difficult. To ­ 
ward the end the rescuers wo rk­ 
ed two and three at a time in a 
space o nly fo ur feet square un­ 
der the co nstant threat that they

to o might beco me engulfed' by 
new slides. 
A o ne-inch pipe driv en thro ugh 
the #a!I o f dirt into the miner’s 
to mb early last night gav e 0*1- 
ligmn air. When the weary , mud- 
co ated rescuers sho uted through 
the pipe “ Do y o u want to co me 
up? ” he replied “ Yo wsah.” 
The rescuers repo rted they had 
difficulty lo cating the trapped 
man as they neared his shelter, 
altho ugh they co uld hear him 
singing and jo king. Once, they 
said, he to ld them to hurry “ be­ 
cause he wanted to get ho me in 
time fo r dinner.” 
Befo re he was ho isted to the 
surface, Galligan was blindfo ld­ 
ed to prev ent injury to his ey es 
by the sudden emergence into a 
glare o f flo o dlights erected to aid 
the rescuers.
